Mayor Refused to Be Sworn. 


“I will not,’’ replied the Mayor. 

In a very low voice, looking straight 
ahead of him, Mayor Wells then made 
the following ‘remarkable statement: 

“] desire to say in that connection 
that the chcerter of the city of St. 
Louts provides, among other things, 
that there shall be 
known as the Mayor, who has general 
supervision over the affair, of the 
municipality. He is responsible for 


.the proper conduct of the different di- 


visions and departments of the city 
government, more especially responsi- 
ble for the conduct of those divisions 
or departments presided over directly 
by an appointive officer. 


“The Mayor has the appointive pow- 


er, he ts therefore responsible for that 
appointive officer and responsible for 
his conduct and the conduct of the de- 
partment over which he presides. 

‘In my opinion (for what it may be 


that requires the proceedings we have 
just been going through, namely, the 
preferring of charges and the holding 
of a trial of this character, is absurd 
and if any private business should be 
atiempted to be operated with any 
auch provision—it would ge _ into 
bankruptcy.

TO OVERRULE CORTELYOU 


In Opinion He Asks Why Lewis’ Attorneys 
Don’t Al.ege Stockholders and State Au- 
thorities Satisfied and Tell How All tha: 


Loans Are Secured. ? 


Judge Smith McPhersoa-refused Wednesday the injunction asked by tae 
Lewis Bank against Postmaster Wyman to restrain him from carrying out 
the instructor in the fraud order issued by Postmaster- General Cortelyou. 

He also set aside the temporary restraining order, issued-a week ago, un-— 
der which the Postmaster had been compelled t ohold the Lewis mail in the 
local office instead of returning it to the senders, wh-ch he is required to do by 
the fraund order, and which he will now resume, marking it “fraudulent.” 

Immediately after the decision Assistant Postmaster Henry P. Wyman gave 
instructions to clerks to begin stamping “fraudulent” and returning to the 
senders the thousands of letters which have been accumulating in the Post- 
office since the restraining order was issued a week ago: It is expected that 
all this mail will have been sent out by Wednesday nigat. 

In this opinion, Judge McPherson said, in part: 

“Knowing only the allegations of this bill, it is strange to me that any in- 
tellingent person could be found who would invest a dollar in this bank; and a 
| prudent and honest bank examiner would never, on the information conveyed 

in thie bill, make a report indorsing such a bnak.” 

The main decison relied upon by Lewis’ attorneys was a Kansas City © 
case, decided by vwudge Amidon, in which it was held that a court has the right 
to review the decisions of the Postmaster-General. 

Judge McPherson held that, ag this case had been appealed to a higher 
court, it could not be considered to be the law by him when there were ie 
‘ Use of Mails Merely a Privilege. 

That the Assistant Attorney-General is an officer of the Postottice De- 
partment, and the hearing of the case by him was. 

That the right of a person to receive mail is only a privilege, and is not ee 
constitution al right, 

That the granting of a hearing by the Postoffiee Department before the was 
suance of a fraud order is not obligatory. 

That a court has not the right to review the evidence before the Post- 
office Department on the ground that it was not sufficient, for th reason that 
the statutes say it is only necessary for the evidence to be to the satisfaction 
of the Postmaster-General. "oa 

Regarding the allegations of the petition asking an injunction, the court 
said: 

“It has been seen what the bill charges. As affirmative relief is asked, it 
is pertinent to consider what the bill does not recite. 

Did Stockholders Have a Voice?

-ZEMSTVO CONGRESS TO 
CONSIDER CONSTITUTION,

MOSCOW, July 19.—The Zemstvo 
Longress opened at midday today. 

Representatives from all Russia were 
present. it is an event of immense im- 
portance and, perhaps, of immense por- 
tent. 

Among the subjects they will consider 
is a perfected draft of a constitution, 
the provisions of which are being kept 
secret until the delegates assemble. 

I am permitted to say, however, that 
the -constitution proposes a popular 
legislative body made up of two aham- 
bers, an upper one, elected by the lim- 
ited electorate, which now chooses the 
zemstvos and municipal rovernments, 
and a lower chamber, elected by ;univer- 
sal franchise. 

The authorities have persistently re- 
fused to sanction the meeting of the 
congress, but their order was disregara-

The Zemstivoists take their stand on 
the. promise the Czar made in his 
speech on June J, declaring “the Czar’s 
word is above ail.”

congress,

Finding 
such places, they lingered until mid- 
night and laier, returning to their 
homes with hope of cool bedrooms, but 
fear of intolerable heat. 

These were the more fortunate ones 
of the city. They were not the real 
sufferers of the fourth hot night. Those 
were found in the sweltering tene- 
ments and crowded sections of the 
downtown district—on the roofs and 
sidewalks which still retained the in- 
tense heat which they had absorbed 
during the day. 


Suffering in Crowded Districts. 
Here were the thousands who had not 
opportunity for visiting the parks and 
gardens, going on the excursions ond 
sipping cool beverages. Father, mother 
and children, huddled in one small 
room, restiess and troubled in their 
search for sleep. Scores of persons 
leaned out of their windows, gasping 
for air like fowls craning their necks 
through the bars of their coops. Babies 
cried with the suffering that heat 
brought—a suffering that was increased 
when their weary mothers lifted them 
in their arms in dumb hope of sooth- 
ing them. Men and women-—young, 
middle, aged and old--sat up or walked 
throughout the night, turning from 
their beds as though they were fur- 
naces. : 

The Courthouse steps—the bedroom of 
many home:ess ones—were crowd- 
ed: the hard stones of the levee 
were beds for hundreds more; Eads 
bridge was promenade for hundreds and 
bed for dozens who could elude the 
watchmen; the benches and grass of the 
tiny parks in the downtown district had 
scores of other sleepers; and the area- 
ways, the alleys, the brick-paved back- 


vards and even window sills high in the 
‘air were bed and pillow for a multi- 
' tude.

Mr Weber was 81 years old and lived

NEW YORK, July 19.—The whole 
eastern section of the country ffom the 
Western Missouri line to the Atlantic 
Coast is in the grasp of the heat wave. 
Of the big cities Philadelphia and Bal- 
timore are on a par for being hottest, 
with a thermometer record of 98 degrees 

each. 

New Yaerk apparently suffered most 
discomfort and makes the largest re- 
turn of prostrations, the number being 
232, with 21 deaths. She was a close 
second for hottest place with a record of 
96 degrees, 

Chicago has the biggest death list, 
shewing a roll of 32 fatalities out of a 
total of 135 prostrations, with Pittsburg 
ranking as the deadliest place, returning 
12 deaths out of 28 prostrations. Chi- 
cago’s thermometer recorded 94 degecs 
while Pittsburg’s made only 92. Humid- 
ity at Pittsburg was worst in the coun- 
try. 

Boston ranked Chicago on the heat 
record with %4 degrees, but the sea 
breeze there held the prostrations down 
to five and the deaths to. one. 

Cincinnati with 92 degrees of torridity 
to contend with got off with three fatal- 
ities and 12 prostrations, while Toledo, 
another Ohio town, recorded 93 de- 
grees, 14 deaths and 3% prosirations. 

Cleveland, O., with 89 degrees and 
Buffalo, N. Y., where the mercury went 
to only 78 degrees, were the coolest big 
cities within the héat wave'’s sphere of 
influence. In the former there were five 
prostrations and one death and in the 
latter three were prostrated and one 
died. 

In the two hottest big cities there 
were, comparatively, fewest ill effects. 
Baltimore reports 17 prostrations and 
no deaths and Philadelphia, while 
there were 104 prostrations, there were 
only four fatal cases.

This morning the 
outlook is for a hot day with much 
humidity. 
Last night’s hot wave came unexpect- 
edly. It struck with heavy force the 
patrons dining In the Broadway hotels 
and restaurants. Thinking ventilation 
of the rooms at fault they wandered 
into the streets to find worse condi- 
tluns. 

Of the victims here two fell from 
windows whe r hteewyer cmfwyp%;* 
windows where they were sleeping. 
The others died directly from heat ex- 
haustion. 
In Brooklyn a heat-crazed mother 
plunged a carving knife into her sleep- 
ing i1%months-old child, killing it in- 
stantly, and then made an unsuccessful 


attempt eo take her own life.

heat increased rapidly today, 17 deaths 
being reported during the forenoon. 

At ll o’clock the weather bulletin re- 
ported the temperature tb be 91 degrees.

WAS IN DANGEROUS EDDY 


Disappeared Before Friend Who 
Noticed His Danger Could 
Lend Assistance. 


The all-night search made by friends 
for the body of Robert R. Ross, the 
East St. Louis High School boy drowned 
Tuesday in the Mississippi below Pitts- 
burg Dump, proved unavailing. It is 
now believed the undercurrent carried it 
some distance downstream. 

The scene of the drowning is one of 
the most dangerous spots on the east 
side of the river. An eddy, which is 
strong enough to give trouble to small 
boats, swirls about a short distance 
from shore, and several swimmers, 
caught in it, have been drowned. 

Ross was swimming with Robert Ken- 
drick in the afternoon. Both were ex- 
cellent swimmers, and, as soon as Ross 
got in the water, he began to swim 
straight from shore. 

Kendrick, a considerable distance be- 
hind him, saw him hesitate and floun- 


der as he reached the neighborhood of 
the dangerous, eddy, but thought he 
was romping. A moment later, how- 
ever, he saw he -was in danger and 
swam towards him. He was too late; 
Ross sank before he could be succored. 
Kendrick dived in the hope of getting 
the body, but was unsuccessful, and re- 
turned to shore to report the accident.

Refusal of the wife whom he had 
sued for divorce and who was suing 
another woman for the alienation of his 
affections, immediately to accept his 
plea for a reconciliation led .
